South America is not Europe, and our 
whole situation is different. Shipping, 
air transport, hotel space—nothing of 
this is geared to a flow of traffic such as 
that of the North Atlantic. Even the 
4,000-plus North Americans who went to 
London for the Congress of 1955 did 
not add noticeably to the volume of 


travel.

Brazil is a different story: 4,000 
extra travelers cannot be absorbed 
painlessly. The hotels and means of 
transport are no more than adequate 
for the growing number of business- 
men and tourists ordinarily expected 
to visit the lands of opportunity and 
enchantment in South America. If 
we do not take up space before the 
“season” begins, there is sure to be 
a drastic shortage later when Baptists 
are infected with travel fever and 
start humming “Flying down to 
Rio!”

Some steps have already been taken 
to insure your accommodations. Brown- 


ell Tours, for instance, has secured a 
large number of plane seats and hotel 
beds with a view to providing facilities 
for our Baptist people. But they can 
hold this space only a comparatively 
short time. If deposits are not made 
soon, the hotel and the air companies 
will demand that these facilities be re- 
leased in favor of other customers who 
are clamoring for a chance. The only 
way the travel company can hold this 
space for Alliance customers is to se- 
cure the necessary deposits.

VERYONE who has visited Rio de Janeiro talks of a 
fabulous city unlike any other in the world! 
Delegates who go to the Baptist World Congress in Rio 
next June 26-July 3 will come back to tell their friends of 
such sights as granite mountains that rise out of the bay; 
white sand on crescent beaches bordered by skyscraper 
business buildings and hotels; and the figure of Christ the 
Redeemer on the 2,400 foot high “hunchback” mountain. 
I was one of five Baptist writers who flew down to Rio 
via Pan American and Panagra airlines last winter on a 
preview tour, and I have joined those who talk of Rio 
in superlatives. 


When our plane descended toward the runway at the 
edge of Guanabara Bay, it was night. Lights sparkled 
on the beaches and in the hotels and apartments. Sugar 
Loaf Mountain appeared abruptly out of the water and 
beyond it was the 130-foot-tall statue of Christ seemingly 
suspended above the city in a flood of light. 


% %* 


THAT BROODING FIGURE of Christ was the first 
goal before us next morning when a Southern Baptist 
(USA) missionary took us in his Volkswagen to see 
the city. Up winding mountain roads that were really city 
streets we rode to an elevation over 2,000 feet. Then we 
climbed the stairs to the feet of the statue where we stood 
in silence, awed by the great figure with arms outstretched 
as if ready to receive the 2 million citizens of Rio. We

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understood the people of Brazil better when the mis- 
sionary told us that they gave $125,000 in depression years 
to pay the cost of this work of art. Paul Landowski, a 
Parisian sculptor, carved it in five years out of inde- 
structible soapstone found only in Brazil’s state of Minas 
Gerais. 


“Jesus Christ is Lord” is the theme of the Baptist World 
Congress. Baptist eyes will turn to the figure of Christ 
and be reminded of the theme.

BAPTISTS OF BRAZIL amazed us as much as their 
famous capital city. Rio de Janeiro is part of a vast mis- 
sion field of Southern Baptists. It is the first mission field 
to entertain the Baptist World Congress. In Rio and its 
suburbs there are 25,000 Baptists in 122 churches ready 
to welcome Baptist delegates from nearly 100 countries. 
They have engaged the gigantic Stadium du Maracanao, 
and they expect all 155,000 seats to be filled on Sunday 
afternoon, July 3, when Billy Graham will speak. Many 
who do not follow Jesus Christ are expected to attend; 
the evangelistic opportunity is already a subject of prayer. 


Next to the huge stadium is another one seating 25,000 
where most of the sessions will meet. Rio Baptists tried 
it for size last August when they celebrated their 75th 
anniversary. They put to work their Baptist World Con- 
gress arrangement committees to take care of the 18,000 
people who came, thus giving the committees a dress re- 
hearsal for the job they will have when the Congress meets. 


First Baptist Church, with 2300 members, is “mother” 
to many churches in Rio. The Rev. John Soren, pastor 
of the church, is a member of the BWA Executive Com- 


mittee.

Brazilian Baptists 


Are Gracious

THERE ARE 165,000 Baptists in 
Brazil. A Baptist publishing house in 
Rio serves them by printing Christian 
teaching materials, hymnals, other books, 
and Bibles for Portuguese speaking peo- 
ple. More than one million Bibles have 
been printed and the demand continues. 
Each convert wants a Bible for each 
member of his family and other copies 
to give to friends who have not learned 
of Jesus Christ. 

Dr. Edgar F. Hallock Jr., directs this 
concern but now he is giving most of 
his time as chairman of the general com- 
mittee on arrangements for the Congress. 

All Latin American Baptists, from 
Mexico and Puerto Rico to Argentina, 
think of the Rio Congress as their Con- 
gress meeting, and they expect to attend 
if they can. They will stay in homes and 
in institutions such as the Baptist Semi- 
nary and Training School, so that hotel 
rooms will be available for North Amer- 
ican and European delegates. 

This kind of hospitality is typical of 
Latin America. There is little self-indul- 
gence but much self-denial among these 
Baptists because they believe a Christian 
must be separated from the world and 
must be a careful steward. One day I 
had an insight into this when I was with 
a Baptist layman from the US in a 
Latin American airline office. He smoked 
a cigarette. A Latin American Baptist 
minister asked me quietly later: “Is he 
a Baptist?” He explained that Baptists 
in his part of the world do not smoke.

YOUR NEEDS IN RIO have been 
anticipated. The head of the tourist 
bureau of Rio gave us the keys to the 
city, a symbol of their welcome. He 
expects our Baptist Congress to be the 
largest religious convention ever to meet 
in Brazil. Just to be sure that delegates 
reach the stadium conveniently, special 
buses will shuttle between the hotels and 
the stadium. 

We talked with hotel men; we sampled 
the food; we observed the transportation 
system; we went through customs, had 
our passports examined, exchanged 
money (what a lot of cruzeiros for dol- 
lars!); we went shopping (especially via 
windows); we saw and photographed 
tourist sights; we visited the United States 
Embassy where we met a Baptist official 
who is helping prepare the way for Bap- 
tist guests. At every point where we 
tested the city’s services and hospitality, 
we pronounced it “good.” 


THREE THOUSAND Brazilian Bap- 
tists scattered all over the nation are now 
learning special music to sing at the Con- 
gress. William Reynolds, who directed 
music at the Baptist Youth World Con- 
ference at Toronto in 1958, will bring all 
3,000 of them together before the Con- 
gress to make them sing as one great 
choir. 

Congress speakers will include Dr. 
Jitsuo Morikawa, director of evangelism 
for the American Baptist Convention; 
Dr. Lam Chi Fung, president of Hong 
Kong Baptist College; Dr. Baker James 
Cauthen, general secretary of the South- 
ern Baptist Foreign Mission Board; and 
Dr. W. D. Jackson of England. 

Business items include election of a 


successor to Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, general 
secretary since 1948, who will retire after 
the Congress. 

Fellowship will be more important to 
most delegates than speeches and _ busi- 
ness. Baptists from every continent and 
from both sides of the Iron Curtain will 
meet as brothers and sisters in Jesus 
Christ. Therein lies the meaning and 
strength of the Baptist World Alliance.

TO ENJOY THE FELLOWSHIP, a 
practical question must be faced before 
that hot day when you board the air- 
conditioned plane in summertime USA 
to fly to the land where the winter spends 
the summer. Rio is in the tropics, just 
north of the Southern Temperate Zone. 
In late June the average temperature is 
about 70 degrees, with readings in the 
60s and 70s. If you tour farther south,

to Buenos Aires, prepare for 40 degree 
temperature in July; but north of Rio 
there will be more heat and humidity. 
In 9,500 feet high equatorial Quito, ex- 
pect to find an average temperature of 
55 degrees. 

There will be many occasions to use 
your camera in Rio. Besides the sights 
named above, there is also Tijuca Forest 
with its ancient trees, and the Botanical 
Gardens with 100,000 species of plants. 
There are historic churches, museums of 
Indian life, fine arts, modern art, and 
the Grand Opera house. Brazil has been 
building a culture of which her people are 
proud ever since the land was discovered 
in 1500. 

There is more space to roam in Brazil 
than in the United States, but the popula- 
tion numbers only 60 million. From 
the hot Amazon to the cool South are 
many varieties of life: people who live in 
the age of wood and the stone age; peo- 
ple in the age of the mule; and people 
in the age of the motor and skyscraper. 
Brasilia, now under construction in the 
interior, is a modern capital city to which 
the government offices will soon be re- 
moved from Rio. 


MANY DELEGATES will make the 
“erand circle” tour around South Amer- 
ica to see missions as well as tourist sights. 





Unlike London and Paris, they will not 
be crowded by other tourists. 

Relatively few “foreign” visitors, have 
seen Buenos Aires, Argentina, rival of 
Chicago in size. Its river, Rio de la 
Plata, compares with Lake Michigan in 
width. A network of subways runs under 
its broad streets, one of which is “the 
widest in the world.” Avenida Florida is 
a ten-block long promenade lined with 
shops and coffee houses where delicious 
coffee, tea, and fruit juices may be had 
for a few cents. Leather goods in the 
shops make practical souvenirs. His- 
tory-minded travelers will examine the 
marks left by former dictator Peron. In 
“B.A.” you may also visit the Russian 
Baptist Church for an experience not un- 
like one you could have in Moscow. 

Readers of Kontiki and Robinson 
Crusoe will go to Vina del Mar in Chile 
to see one of the stone images brought 
from Easter Island. Valparaiso is near- 
by, the largest sea port on the west coast 
of South America. En route from the 
sea to Santiago you may see a huasa, a 
colorful cowboy, on a handsome horse. 


IN LIMA you will discover the art of 
Marino, the Peruvian artist who devel- 


oped Marino red color and who left paint- 
ings that remind you of the old masters

of Europe. You will also see the muse- 
um of pre-Inca fabrics preserved over 
3,000 years, pottery, and skulls on which 
brain surgery was performed. Outside 
the city are vast ruins of earth-walled 
houses that stand after many centuries 
in that dry climate. 

High in the mountains of Peru is Cus- 
zco, ancient seat of the Inca Indian em- 
pire, and on the same route is La Paz, 
capital of Bolivia. Here one may visit 
missions of the Canadian Baptists that 
include a project described by former 
vice-president Henry Wallace as the finest 
agricultural experiment in the world. 

Quito is the “most Spanish” and “most 
Indian” city in South America. The 56 
Roman Catholic churches include a ba- 
roque-style edifice and altar covered with 
gold. On a 10,000 foot high mountain 
overlooking. the city is the site of ancient 
Inca Indian sacrifices. A few miles north 
of Quito the touring Baptist will stand 
on the equator. 

In Panama the visitor will see the fa- 
mous canal locks and, if he has a day 
to spare, he can drive from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic Ocean and back. He will 
also see the ruins of old Panama, de- 
stroyed by the pirate, Henry Morgan, who 
sacked the city for its gold. The solid 
gold altar that he missed is still to be seen 
in a Roman Catholic church in the city.

ciety, the Canadian Baptists, Southern 
Baptists and others. 

Or, your missionary story can be about 
your own mission activity, if you will 
make it that way. You will have many 
opportunities such as we had one day as 
we were several hours in an automobile 
with a citizen of a South American na- 
tion. After we became acquainted, we 
asked him about his faith, He was 
nominally a Roman Catholic. What 
does your church teach about God? 
About Mary? About the Bible? About 
prayer? We asked these, and many 
other questions, in a courteous and 
friendly manner, sincerely wanting to 
learn about the Roman Catholic be- 
liefs and practices in his country. Each 
time, after he answered, we gave our own 
answer as Baptists, in order that he might 
understand our faith. Near the conclu- 
sion of the conversation he said, “What 
you Baptists have is what our country 
needs.” We asked him if he had a 
Bible. Yes, he did somewhere, he thought. 
Did he want one? Yes, he did. The 
next day we bought one at the Baptist 
book store and gave it to him, and we 
introduced him to the Baptist mission- 
aries. 

You, too, can do this kind of mission 
work when you go to the Baptist World 
Congress. 


PAVING YOUR WAY TO RIO—Almost 
600 years’ travel experience was rep- 
resented when officials of 21 major 
airline and steamship companies met 
with officials of Brownell Tours in 
Birmingham, Ala., to finalize plans for 
transporting an estimated 3,000/5,- 
000 persons to the Baptist World Con- 
gress in Rio de Janeiro, June 26-July 
3. 

Brownell Tours, appointed by the 
Baptist World Alliance Executive Com- 
mittee as the official tour company for 
North America to handle this big move- 
ment, started work on the project more 
than two years ago. All who attended 
the Birmingham meeting expressed 
pleasure with development of plans 
and their hope that a format is being 
established for the handling of similar 
large movements in the future. A 
newly revised Mission Tour folder, 
describing more than 100 _ tours 
available to those attending the Con- 
gress, was received e~*husiastically. 


THE RIO PROGRAM— 


Jesus Christ 7s Lord 


iti AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 
will be among primary emphases on the 
program theme, “Jesus Christ is Lord” 
(Philippians 2:11), when 25,000 Baptists 
convene in the tenth Baptist World 
Congress at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 
June 26-July 3. 

It will be an eight-day meeting, the 
longest Congress in the 55-year history 
of the Baptist World Alliance. Opening 
on a Sunday, closing on a Sunday, the 
program will bear witness to the claims 
of Christ on the more than two million 
residents of Rio as well as on the 23-mil- 
lion Baptists around the world. 

Fellowship will be, as always, a high- 
light of the Congress meeting. Five 
thousand Baptists coming from outside 
Brazil will be representative of the more 
than 100 countries in which Baptists live 
and work on all continents. 

THE CoNnGRESs will open on Sunday, 
June 26. Visitors will attend Rio 
churches at the morning and evening 
worship hours. Convening in 20,000 


seat Maracanao Ginasio on Sunday after- 
noon, the Congress will hear an address 
by the President, Theodore F. Adams, 
and behold the inspiring spectacle of 100 
national flags paraded across the plat- 
form as the roll of nations is called— 
estifying to Baptist witness in all these 








lands. 

Plenary sessions are scheduled both 
morning and evening each day during 
the week. Inspirational addresses inter- 
preting Baptist beliefs on the Lordship 
of Christ will be interspersed with re- 
ports of progress in fellowship, service 
and cooperation of Baptist people around 
the world. 

An array of speakers representative of 
all continents has been planned, and an- 
nouncements await acceptance from 
those invited. 


SECTIONAL MEETINGS are scheduled on 
all weekday afternoons. The Commis- 
sions on Religious Liberty, World Peace, 
Baptist World Missions, Bible Study and 
Membership Training, and the Doctrines 
of the Church and Baptism will direct 
group discussions on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday afternoons. Special in- 
terest groups for women, youth, laymen, 
ministers, theological educators and radio 
and television leaders will meet Tues- 
day and Thursday afternoons. Language 
groups will meet on Saturday afternoon. 

Each evening session will include an 
evangelistic message in Portuguese for the 
benefit of unsaved Rio visitors. This will 
be the only part of the week’s program 
not heard in both English and Portu- 
guese. 
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Dr. Theodore F. Adams, president of the 
Baptist World Alliance, will preside at 
Congress sessions. 


Evangelist Billy Graham, who plans to 
attend sessions throughout the week, will 
be speaker at the climactic service Sun- 
day afternoon, July 3. Use of 150,000 
seat Maracanao Stadium, one of the 
world’s largest athletic arenas, has been 
secured, and Rio Baptists already are at 
work in an effort to fill it to overflowing. 
Thousands of Brazilians are expected to 
hear the evangelical gospel for the first 
time. 


IN ADDITION to their inspirational 
hours, the convened Baptists will con- 
sider several business items. They must 
elect a new president to succeed Dr. 
Adams and a new general secretary to 
succeed Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, who has 
asked the privilege of retirement after 
twelve years of able service. 

There also will be renewed considera- 
’ tion of ways and means to implement the 
aims of the Alliance: “to show the one- 
ness of Baptist people in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, to impart inspiration to the broth- 
erhood, and to promote the spirit of fel- 
lowship, service and cooperation among 
its members; but this Alliance may in no 
way interfere with the independence of 
the churches or assume the administrative 
functions of existing organizations.”

Have you made your reservation? 
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Japan Youth Plan International Fireplace 


Do you have a stone to contribute to 
an international fireplace? 


Every country represented in the Bap- 
tist World Alliance will be represented 
in the circular fireplace planned for the 
North Japan Baptist youth camp. But 
the accomplishment of this dream will 
require a small stone from each of the 
more than 100 nations. 


Theodore W. Livingston, an American 
Baptist missionary working in the area, 
has had the dream and written to Robert 
S. Denny of the Baptist World Alliance 
about it. 


“It is our idea for stimulating the 
sense of ‘belonging’ to the Baptist world 
fellowship,” he wrote. “In the center of 
the main lodge of the campsite we will 
build a circular fireplace around which 
we can hold campfire in rainy weather 
and which will be a center of warmth 
and fellowship in winter. In the rim of 
the hearth we would like to imbed a 
small stone from each of the countries 
represented in the Baptist World Al- 
liance. If these stones could come from 
Baptist campfire circles, so much the 
better.” 


Mr. Livingston plans to request a 
small stone from the youth representative 
or some other responsible person in each 
country. Only small stones are needed— 
perhaps about 1 inch by 3 inches by 4 
inches—and the postage cost will be 
nominal. 


“This fireplace would be a small thing, 
in one sense,” Mr. Livingston says, 
adding: ‘and a very large thing in an- 
other sense, as its influence bears upon 
the lives of hundreds of young people 
in the future.” 


European Youth Leaders To Meet 


Leaders of European youth will meet 
at the Baptist Seminary, Ruschlikon- 
Zurich, Switzerland, May 17-24, under 
sponsorship of the Youth Department of 
the European Baptist Federation. 


A. Stuart Arnold of London, commit- 
tee chairman, said that representatives 
are expected from Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Italy, Great 
Britain, Holland, Norway, Spain, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Yugoslavia, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Speakers include Prof. W. E. Moore, 


Rawdon College, England; Rev. Gerhard 
Claas, Hamburg, Germany; Rev. Sven 
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Ohm, Stockholm, Sweden; Rev. David 
Jackson, London; and Dr. Erik Ruden, 
the Baptist World Alliance secretary in 
Europe. 


Chilean Youth Alert 


One of the most vigorous messages 
brought at a Chilean Young People’s 
Convention, according to Dr. R. Cecil 
Moore, was by Miss Irene Perez, a 
recent convert who is a member of First 
Baptist Church, Concepcion, and a high- 
ranking student of the university. “The 
young people’s program was extraor- 
dinary in quality,” says Dr. Moore. 
“One could sense the awareness of these 
young Baptists as they faced up to the 
many challenges that confront them in 
state, church, and society.” 


200 Brazilian Youth 
Volunteer for Missions 


More than 200 young people volun- 
teered for mission work during the home 
missions program at the Brazilian Bap- 
tist Youth Congress held in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 


Their response came after a dramatic 
presentation of the needs and opportuni- 
ties of the sertao (interior region of 
Brazil), made by Rev. David Gomes, 
secretary-treasurer of the Brazilian Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board. 


There are now 160 home missionaries 
serving in the remote and neglected 
regions of Brazil, and 20 additional per- 
sons are being considered for appoint- 
ment. 

The Brazilian Home Mission Board 
has a budget of 1,000,000 cruzeiros 
(about $5,500) per month.

BELGIAN CONGO: 


Missionaries Refuse Guns 

American Baptist missionaries in the 
politically tense Belgian Congo have given 
graphic testimony to their belief in non- 
violence by refusing guns offered them 
by the government for protection against 
possible rioters. 

Congo Diete, a Congolese political 
magazine, took note of this pacifist ac- 
tion by the missionaries stationed in the 
Banza Manteke area. Banza Manteke is 
near Lufu where tension has been espe- 
cially great. The publication pointed out 
that the missionaries had followed the 
advice of their “elder”, Rev. Chester J. 
Jump, Jr., American Baptist mission sec- 
retary in Leopoldville in refusing the 
guns. 

Missionaries in the capital city of 
Leopoldville declined a year ago (January 
1959) to join other residents in their 
area in stationing armed guards on each 
block. That was during the first Congo 
riots, breaking the peace of the colony 
which had been considered a trouble-free 
oasis in turbulent Africa. 


NIGERIA: 


Baptist Is Prime Minister 

Chief Samuel Ladoke Akintola, 59, 
formerly a teacher in the Baptist 
Academy at Lagos and editor of The 
Nigerian Baptist, has become Prime 
Minister of Western Nigeria. 

The Baptist Times of London writes, 
“He is a man of intelligence and straight- 
forwardness who is held in respect by 
friends and opponents.” 

Prime Minister Akintola was educated 
at the Baptist College at Ogbomosho. 
After teaching at the Baptist Academy in 
Lagos he was for a time a staff mem- 
ber and editor of the Lagos newspaper, 
Daily Service. Awarded a British Coun- 
cil scholarship he came to Britain after 
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the war to study law and was called to 
the Bar in 1949. 

It is to Chief Akintola that Lagos owes 
its modern hospitals and maternity clinics. 
Appointed Central Minister of Health 
in 1955 he set a committee to work to 
investigate the medical, health and sani- 
tary needs of the city. 

In 1954, when Federal elections took 
place, he became the first Leader of the 
Opposition. More recently he has held 
the important post of Federal Minister 
of Communications and Aviation.

BURMA: 
Medical Work Widespread 

Baptists are making an active contri- 
bution to medical work in Burma. 

For many decades the Moulmein 
Christian Hospital has served its district 
residents as well as some of the more 
complicated cases from all over the coun- 
try. 

For ten years the Sir San C. Po 
Memorial Hospital at Yedwinyegan, 
Myaungmya has given a two-year health 
course for village workers. This, together 
with the branch hospital at Teguseit and 
eight dispensaries and health centers, is 





making a definite contribution to the 
health of the people in this district. 

The hospital at Kengtung, re-opened 
since July 1958, is under the direction of 
Dr. K. R. Dahlberg and Miss Margaret 
Smith. 

The Rest Haven in Taunggyi has 
provided a place for tuberculosis con- 
valescents. 

In addition to their medical projects, 
Baptists have contributed money and per- 
sonnel to the Burma Christian Medical 
Relief Society Hospital at Kemmedine, 
the dispensary at the refugee center at 
Bawdigone, and the leper colony in 
Moulmein. 


HONG KONG: 
Tuberculosis Fight Waged 

Dr. John Burgess, former president of 
the Victorian Baptist Men’s Society, who 
has worked for the Australian Commis- 
sion for Inter-Church Aid in Korea since 
1955, recently moved to Hong Kong to 
continue the church’s fight against tuber- 
culosis. 

Dr. Burgess will work at Rennies Mill, 
Junk Bay, where 10,000 Chinese soldiers 
from the Nationalist armies have been 
stranded since being driven from China. 

Dr. Burgess will conduct two clinics 
which will treat nearly 500 patients a 
day. He will also be in charge of a sani- 
torium which will have 300 beds by 1961. 


JAPAN: 
Billy Graham Invited 
The executive committee of the Japan 
Baptist Convention has voted unan- 
imously to invite Billy Graham to Japan. 
Meeting at Amagi Baptist Assembly, 
convention leaders named a 15-man 
convention-wide invitation committee for 
a Billy Graham crusade in Japan. A 
special resolution stated, “We believe the 
time has come for Billy Graham to con- 
duct a crusade in our nation.” 





NORTHERN RHODESIANS BUILD THEIR OWN CHURCH 


A small band of Baptist miners in the copper village of Luanshya, North- 
ern Rhodesia took advantage of a two-month strike of their mine and began 
construction of a much-needed church. Within a year services were being 


held in a beautiful sanctuary. 


Women also helped. Selling their needlework and baked goods, they were 
able to raise £40 which the men used for foundation materials. 
When regular mine work resumed, an African laborer worked during 


the day and the men volunteered at night and on Saturdays.

services were accepted on the electric wiring, plumbing, painting, etc. 
After completion, the church was decorated by a beautiful wood pulpit, 

communion table and pastor’s chair; massive front doors; an elegant desk, 

carpet and picture for the pastor’s study; an aisle carpet, and a two-manual 


organ.

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Emphasis Week Wins 18 

A medical doctor, a social scientist, 
and a journalist-author—outstanding lay- 
men and active in their local churches— 
were speakers during a recent religious 
emphasis week at Seinan Gakuin Baptist 
University in Fuknoka City, Japan. 

They are Dr. Junichi Wakizaka, chief 
surgeon in the Kurume University Hos- 
pital; Dr. Hurjiro Sawada, professor of 
economics at Kyushu University; and 
Junichiro Sako, author of many books 
and one of Japan’s most respected literary 
critics. 

Though they placed no special em- 
phasis upon “decisions,” eighteen students 
made professions of faith in Christ and 89 
indicated a desire to study Christianity 
seriously. 


KOREA: 
Simple Sermons Amaze 

“All we hear from this man is Jesus.” 
Thus one Korean Baptist preacher voiced 
in amazement that Dr. Ramsey Pollard, 
the president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, USA, would travel to Korea 
and preach simple evangelistic sermons. 

Revival was set in motion by Dr. 
Pollard and two other Southern Baptist 
pastors, Dr. Herschel H. Hobbs and Dr. 
Thomas A. Patterson, during the New 
Life Crusade last November. 

There were 265 decisions for Christ 
and about 200 rededications registered 
during the meetings. “It was thrilling to 
see the people move into the aisles,” 
writes a missionary. “It was also a joy to 
see Koreans, missionaries and American 
servicemen witnessing to one another for 
Christianity.” 

Sponsored jointly by the Korea Baptist 
Convention and the Korea Baptist Mis- 
sion, the crusade held in six cities was 
part of a world-wide Baptist emphasis on 
evangelism in 1959. 


PAKISTAN: 
Church Union Plan Vetoed 

The Baptist Union of Pakistan has 
decided not to proceed with plans for 
joining the North India and Pakistan 
Plan for Church Union. No other Baptist 
group has shown interest in the proposed 
union. 

The Baptist group has decided instead 
to set up a committee to investigate pos- 
sibilities of forming an All-Pakistan Bap- 
tist Union which will combine in co- 
operative effort the churches affiliated 
with the Baptist Missionary Society of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Australian 
Baptist Missionary Society, the New 
Zealand Baptist Missionary Society, the 
Southern Baptist Convention, USA, and 
an independent American group. There 
are about 12,000 Baptists in Pakistan. 
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THAILAND: 
Mission Helps Lepers 

Southern Baptist missionaries in Chon- 
buri Province, Thailand, have assumed 
responsibility for distributing medicine 
and the gospel to more than 1,000 lepers. 
This work, carried on by nationals, was 
formerly supported by independent mis- 
sion funds from America. 

Authorities estimate that at least 300,- 
000 persons in Thailand have leprosy, 
constituting one of the most pressing 
medical needs of the country and one of 
the greatest opportunities for the gospel. 
Work among these social outcasts has 
consistently yielded conversions—among 
the families and friends as well as among 
the patients themselves. Three have 
already been baptized into the Chonburi 
Baptist Church as a result of this wit- 
ness.

AUSTRALIA: 


Dr. Jarvis to Rio 

Dr. Wilfred L. Jarvis, pastor-emeritus 
of the Central Baptist Church of Sydney, 
Australia, has been visiting North Amer- 
ican churches and institutions since last 
August. Announcement is made now 
that he has been appointed by the South- 
ern Baptist Foreign Mission Board USA, 
to travel in South American mission 
areas next May and June. 

His tour of South America will con- 
clude with participation in the Baptist 
World Congress at Rio. Dr. Jarvis is a 
member of the BWA Executive Commit- 
tee and is co-chairman of the Commission 
on Evangelism.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA: 
Annual Conference Meets 

The Annual Conference and Training 
Course of the Fraternal Unity of Baptists 
in Czechoslovakia was held last Novem- 
ber 18-22. The theme: “The love of 
Christ constraineth us.” 

One hundred twenty-two baptisms, on 
profession of faith, were reported for 
1959. This compares with 105 in 1958 
and 87 in 1957. There are now 4,117 
baptized members in 26 congregations in

Rev. Vaclav Tomes of Prague was re- 
elected chairman of the Czech Baptist 
Union and Rev. Pavel Kondac of Bratis- 
lava, vice-chairman, and Rev. Svec of 
Prague, secretary. 

Mr. Tomes and Mr. Svec reported on 
their participation last August in a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Baptist World Alliance at Rochester, N. 
Y., USA. They told also of visits to Czech 
and Slovak Baptist congregations in the 
USA and Canada. 


ENGLAND: 
Dr. Rowley Retires 

Dr. H. H. Rowley, outstanding Baptist 
scholar, has retired as professor of 
Hebrew language and literature at Man- 
chester University. Serving in this post 
since 1949, he previously was professor of 
Semitic languages and literature. 

Dr. Rowley, author of “Unity of the 
Bible,” published by the Carey Kings- 
gate Press, is a former president of the 
Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and is chairman of the Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society. 

Strasbourg University has announced 
its plans to give Dr. Rowley an honorary 
doctorate next November. This will be 
the ninth time he has been so honored. 


FRANCE: 
Baptists Aim at Expansion 

Avoiding the expense of new church 
buildings, French Baptists often start a 
local cause with the purchase of a house 
ultimately to be converted to a church 
premises proper. At Charleville, Niort, 
St. Quentin, Cambrai, Vitry and Douai 
houses have recently been bought with 
these aims in mind. 

At Marseilles, also, a small Baptist 
group meets in a house; another group in 
that city rents a hall for its services. At 
Lille, the great industrial center in north- 
ern France, Baptists have the use of an 
empty Anglican building, and at Stras- 
bourg meetings are held in the local 
Protestant Reformed church. 

The French Baptist Federation has 
plans to commence evangelistic work 
among some of the 15 dormitory towns 
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around Paris, which have a total popula- 
tion of half a million, and where as yet 
a Protestant witness hardly exists at all. 
In one of these areas, Le Perreux, a 
Baptist pastor commenced a pioneer 
ministry at the beginning of September. 

Alfred Somerville, secretary of the 
Federation, said that some churches not 
previously members of the Baptist Fed- 
eration, are becoming interested in closer 
association. A church at Caudry in north- 
ern France and one at Evreux in Nor- 
mandy have requested membership of 
the Federation. 


SPAIN: 
Dr. Erik Ruden Visits

Dr. Erik Ruden, European Secretary 
of the Baptist World Alliance, made his 
first official visit to Spain, January 14- 
25. Dr. Ruden came with the purpose 
of getting acquainted with the Spanish 
Baptist work and its leaders, as well as 
to have possible interviews with Spanish 
authorities in regard to restrictions on 
religious liberty. 

In his messages to the Spanish churches 
and in his conferences with Baptist lead- 
ers, Dr. Ruden emphasized the two-fold 
aim of the Baptist World Alliance: fel- 
lowship and cooperative effort to evan- 
gelize the world. ‘Fellowship is the 
great spiritual lift to us all,” he stated. 
“It is our offering of love one to an- 
other.” 

Dr. Ruden expressed his appreciation 
for the Spanish Baptist program and ac- 
tivities and said that such faithful Chris- 
tian witnessing in the face of difficulties 
is a source of encouragement to all the 
countries of Europe. 

Dr. Ruden left Madrid on Monday, 
January 25, to visit neighboring Portugal. 
His coming forged an important link in 
the unity between Spain and the other 
countries of Europe.

Soul Winning in Paraiba 


A project, “Operation Andrew,” 
sparked Baptist churches in Paraiba to 
baptize 264 persons last year, 52 more 
than the previous annual record. 

“Operation Andrew” began a year ago 
when the 1500 members of the 21 
churches in the Paraiba state Baptist con- 
vention reported only 100 baptisms. The 
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Brazil’s New Capital

While I was in Brazil last winter on 
mission business, I visited Brasilia, the 
new capital, scheduled to be inaugurated 
April 21 of this year. A planned city, it 
lies some six hundred miles northwest of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

The city was laid out in open country 
in the state of Goiaz. The outline of 
an airplane was the motif for the plan- 
ning. Two years ago a few scattered 
huts occupied the site selected for the 
city. What has happened since that time 
is little short of miraculous. A “pioneer 
nucleus”—a boom town—has come into 
being. Its residents are the workers en- 
gaged in the construction of the new city. 
Sixty thousand people live in the tempo- 
rary town which has all of the character- 
istics of a frontier settlement. 

The first school in the pioneer town 
was conducted by Baptists. A frame 
building serves the needs of the local 


convention decided something had to be 
done. 

A goal of 500 baptisms was divided 
among the churches. And on January 
1, 1959, many members enrolled in the 
“Andrew Club,” promising to try to win 
at least one person to Christ during the 
year. The resulting 264 baptisms repre- 
sented a ratio of one baptism for every 
six members. 

Encouraged by last year’s record, but 
determined to do better, the convention 
is continuing “Operation Andrew” in 
1960—again with a goal of 500. 


180 Decisions in Revival 


More than 180 persons made decisions 
during the second annual simultaneous 
revival campaign in Piaui, held recently 
by the five Baptist churches in the state. 

The revivals were advertised in news- 
papers, radio, bulletins, and street ban- 
ners and handbills proclaiming, “We 
Preach a Living Christ.” On four nights 
the messages were broadcast by radio 
simultaneously with the church services. 
Three of the churches, with a combined 
membership of 400, took care of all the 
advertising. 

The first such campaign in Piaui, held 
in 1958, yielded 130 professions of faith. 


CHILE: 


McConnell Heads Seminary 

Dr. H. Cecil McConnell has been 
elected president of the Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary of Chile and Dr. R. 
Cecil Moore editor of the national Baptist 


Baptist church. Plans are under way to 
provide an appropriate house of worship 
for this rapidly growing congregation in 
the permanent city. The architecture of 
the church building will necessarily have 
to conform to the architectural style of 
the city, but the interior arrangements 
will be left up to a committee of the 
Mission and the church. 


Land in the new capital cannot be pur- 
chased. It is granted on an assignment 
basis to be used in perpetuity for the 
purpose indicated. If the land is diverted 
from its original purpose, it is forfeited 
and returned to the government for re- 
distribution. A very sizable plot has been 
allocated to the church, and other plots 
have been designated for a Baptist book 
store and possibly a missionary residence. 

The strikingly unusual presidential 
palace has been completed. Made of glass 
and surrounded by pools of water, it 
creates the illusion of being afloat. 


paper, filling vacancies left by the death 
of Rev. Honorio Espinoza in September. 


This action was taken by the Chilean - 


Baptist Convention in its annual session 
at Valparaiso. Pastor Gustavo Lopez of 
First Baptist Church, Santiago, was 
elected to fill Mr. Espinoza’s unexpired 
term as convention president. 

Two-thirds of the Chilean Baptist 
churches sent reports to the meeting, 
registering 740 baptisms for the year. 
Reported gifts totaled more than 72,000,- 
000 pesos (about $69,840 USA), about 
double the previous high for one year’s 
giving. Four churches gave more than 
26,000,000 pesos (about $25,220 USA); 
and First Baptist Church, Concepcion, 
which ranks first in membership, reported 
offerings totaling more than 8,400,000 
pesos (about $8,245 USA). 

Chilean Baptists are showing an in- 
creasing sense of denominational respon- 
sibility, notes Dr. Moore. Their coopera- 
tive program of finance has become a 
matter of pride and of unity between the 
churches. The Board of Home Missions 
during the past year increased its num- 
ber of workers from one to four, two 
of them graduates of the seminary. One 
worker will go to the mining camps of 
the northern deserts. 


Years of Evangelism Climaxed 
Simultaneous revivals, held in three 
southern districts of Chile with 47 Bap- 
tist churches participating, reported 1,016 
professions of faith. 
Directed by approximately 30 Chilean 
pastors, lay evangelists, and missionaries, 
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the campaign climaxed a year of evan- 
gelism. Cooperation from the press and 
radio helped make this the most success- 
ful united evangelistic effort in Chile in 
many years. 


Church Doubles Budget 

The First Baptist Church of Santiago 
proved that the Forward Program of 
Church Finance first tested by the South- 
ern Baptist Convention, USA, can work 
in Latin America. 

The church accepted the suggestion 
for such a program, engaged an experi- 
enced director, and carried out the pro- 
gram at a cost of only $210. 

The results: pledges to the church 
of $9,153 (an excess of $3,500 over the 
projected 1960 budget, and almost double 
the budget for 1959), and 203 new tithers 
(67 percent of the 300 resident church 
members). 

Members worked under severe hand- 
icaps during the new program. Most 
of the time usually spent in preparation 
for the program was used in efforts to- 
ward two previously scheduled evan- 
gelistic campaigns; there could be no 
telephone follow-up committee since only 
five percent of the Chileans have tele- 
phones; stewardship literature and Sun- 
day school lessons had to be prepared 
and translated by members of the church 
since Spanish copies did not arrive on 
time. 

The First Baptist Church is located in 
the center of Santiago. Rev. Gustavo 
Lopez is their national pastor and Rev. 
John A. Parker, their missionary. 


MEXICO: 


4,399 Professions 
There were 4,399 professions of faith 
in the fourteen special evangelistic cam- 
paigns held in Mexico in 1959. 
Mexican Baptists launched their 1960 
program, “Evangelism through Bible 





Teaching and Baptist Distinctives,” with 
a nation-wide evangelism congress — 
their second—in Guadalajara, February 
17-20. 

“We have outlined the program for 
1960 and put it in the hands of the 
churches,” writes Missionary Ervin E.

Southern Baptist Mission 
Gains Reviewed 1950-60 


Gains in missionary work during the 
1950-60 decade were reviewed recently 
by Dr. Baker J. Cauthen, executive secre- 
tary of the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board. 

“Ten years ago extensive missionary 
labors in China had been dealt a severe 
blow under Communist revolution,” he 
recalled. Missionaries had to come away, 
and the work was left without financial 
or personal support. 

“During these 10 years this tragic event 
in China has been followed by one of the 
most remarkable periods of advance we 
have ever known, as work has been 
projected in many lands in the Far East 
and other areas. Reports from inside 
China indicate that the work there is 
still going on amid many difficulties.”

BAPTISTS SAID TO BE GUILTY OF “SPECTATORITIS” 


Loss of Baptist church members to 
other faiths and sects is “appalling,” 
Dr. W. A. Criswell, pastor of First 
Baptist Church, Dallas, Texas, de- 
clared. 

“We lose almost as many as we 
gain,” he told 6,500 delegates to 
Southern Baptist’s national Training 
Union Convention. “All up and down 
the religious highway we find the 
derelicts of our Baptist churches.” 

Urging “greater commitment’ and 
more doctrinal training, Dr. Criswell 
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said that Baptists “have a great mes- 
sage, a great heritage.” 

“What we need,” he added, “is 
conviction, determination and the love 
to preach it to our people.” 

Dr. Ramsey Pollard, a Knoxville, 
Tenn., pastor and president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, told the 
delegates that its members are in dan- 
ger of taking Christianity too easy. 

“The besetting sin of Baptists to- 
day is the sin of taking it easy, getting 
to be fat and lazy,” he said. 


His charge was echoed by lay evan- 
gelist Howard E. Butt, Jr., of Corpus 
Christi, Texas, who observed: “Specta- 
toritis is the blight of our religion to- 
day.” Mr. Butt, a millionaire, is vice- 
president of a chain of supermarkets 
in southern Texas. 

“When a person’s religion consists 
in coming to a service and listening 
to someone else perform, that per- 
son’s religion is paralyzed,” he said. 
He lauded Training’ Union programs 
because they require members’ active 
participation. 
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tries in 1949 has increased to 1,381 under 
appointment for 44 countries.

The 1959 income was $605,352.31 more 
than that for 1958. 

“During this decade many mission- 
aries have gone through trying experi- 
ences in which their commitment to the 
cause of Christ and willingness to go to 
any lengths to serve our Master have 
written new records of heroism in the 
stories of kingdom service,” Dr. Cauthen 
said. 


Mrs. Axling Dies 

Mrs. William Axling, 86, beloved 
American Baptist missionary to Japan, 
died January 7 in Alhambra, Calif. 

Wife of Dr. William Axling, mission- 
ary, evangelist, author and statesman, she 
and her husband were American Baptist 
pioneers for more than half a century in 
Japan. Appointed to service in 1900 and 
sent to Japan a year later, they have 
lived in California since their retirement 
in 1955.

Dr. Lambdin Dies 

Dr. J. E. Lambdin, who retired in early 
January as secretary of the Training 
Union department of the Sunday School 
Board, Southern Baptist Convention, died 
Sunday, January 24, after suffering a 
cerebral hemorrhage while teaching a 
Sunday school class at First Baptist 
Church, Nashville, Tenn. 

Dr. Lambdin had been a leader of 
Baptist youth work and Baptist training 
for all ages throughout his life. He 
began work with the Sunday School 
Board in 1925 and has pioneered in the 
Training Union movement. He was a 
member of the Baptist World Alliance 
Commission on Bible Study and Member- 
ship Training. 

Speaking at his funeral, Dr. James Sul- 
livan, executive secretary of the Sunday 
School Board, said “No man in Baptist 
life in this generation has made a greater 
contribution in the field of Christian 
training than Dr. Lambdin. His life 
and influence have reached countless 
millions.” 


Dr. Pollard to Memphis 

Dr. Ramsey Pollard, president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, has an- 
nounced acceptance of the pastorate of 
Bellevue Baptist Church of Memphis, 
Tenn., succeeding Dr. R. G. Lee who has 
retired. Dr. Pollard has been pastor of 
Broadway Baptist Church at Knoxville, 
Tenn. since 1939.

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ANTI-SEMITIC ACTS DEPLORED _ 


Dr. John W. Thomas, executive 
secretary of the Council on Christian 
Social Progress of the American 
Baptist Convention, has deplored anti- 
Semitic acts in America and other 
countries as “outrageous” and “a 
flagrant violation” of the principle of 
religious liberty. 

Dr. Thomas said the occurrence of 
such acts of desecration should chal- 
lenge all Baptists “to express to their 
Jewish brethren our abhorrence of 
what has taken place, to renew our 
efforts, through teaching and proc- 
lamation, to see that constitutional 
guarantees of freedom of worship of 
all peoples are implemented and to 
work as citizens to provide legal 
protection for all men against out- 
bursts of fanaticism, prejudice, and 
hatred.”

ABC Sets Mission Gift Record 

American Baptist Convention members 
gave a record $9,966,784 for world mis- 
sions in 1959, an increase of $384,893 
over the previous year. 

Rev. Newton E. Woodbury of New 
York, field counseling director of the 
convention’s Council on Missionary Co- 
operation, said the 1959 amount was 
within $34,000 of last year’s Unified 
Budget (world mission) goal. 

The goal for 1960 is $10,500,000. Ap- 
proximately 22 percent will go for over- 
seas missions. 


Indian Chief Ordained 

Chief O. T. Custalow of the Mattaponi 
Indian Reservation in King William 
County, Va., was ordained a Southern 
Baptist minister at Mattaponi Baptist 
Church. 

Rev. Harvie N. Custalow, brother of 
the Chief, and pastor of the church, con- 
ducted the service. 

Baptist spokesman said the new clergy- 
man is the first Indian Chief in eastern 
United States to be ordained in the 
denomination during the past few dec- 
ades. A chief since his father died in 
1944, Chief Custalow is a well-known 
speaker at evangelistic rallies. 


SBC Gift Program Hits Record 
Contributions to all Southern Baptist 
Convention agencies in 1959 reached a 
record total of $27,475,124, an increase 
of more than $2,600,000 over the pre- 
vious year. 
Dr. Porter Routh, secretary-treasurer 


of the denomination’s executive commit- 
tee, said the amount does not include 
funds retained by local churches and 
state Baptist bodies for their work. 

Of the Convention total, $15,464,441 
went to the denomination’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Board, $4,974,326 to the Home Mis- 
sion Board, and $5,354,873 to the de- 
nomination’s six seminaries. 


Religious Liberty Group To 
Discuss Taxes, Churches 


“Churches and American Tax Policy” 
will be the subject of the fourth annual 
National Religious Liberty Conference 
sponsored at Washington, D. C. by the 
Baptist Joint Committee on Public Affairs 
Sept. 7-9. 

Dr. C. E. Carlson, executive secretary 
of the Baptist group, which represents 
eight major Baptist conventions in the 
US and Canada, said the conference 
will consider all aspects of tax exemption 
for churches and church-related institu- 
tions, including special tax benefits en- 
joyed by the churches, and moves being 
made by the Internal Revenue Service to 
collect taxes from “unrelated business 
income” of church organizations. 

The conference will not be an “of- 


ficial” body to make definitive pro- - 


nouncements on behalf of Baptists, the 
sponsoring committee emphasized, but 
will be marked by discussions as to “how 
Baptist insights are related to current 
Church-State issues.”
